When the Security Index, including the tabulating cards and 5 x a i 
file, was first set up in this Section the entire operation was placed in a 
small room, 6222, with adequate space provided there for housing of the files 
and the general operation of one or two employees. This room is kept locked ( ^ 

at all times. The reason for this security measure was mainly that the 
existence of the Security Index as such was not generally known. 

During recent months the activity of this file has doubled and we 
have 3 and 4 employees working in this room almost constantly. We find that 
the general arrangement is not good for several reasons. First, it is much . 
too crowded for the number of people handling the work. Working conditions (, 
are very unsatisfactory. In the second place, the employee operating the \ 
cardatype machine on the Security Index, which machine is in operation most 
of the time between 8:00 a.m. and Midnight, must of necessity spend full time 
at that machine, whereas as a matter of fact, it does not engage his full 
attention and he could make good use of his time operating other tabulating 
equipment if it were available to him. 

' The two disadvantages set forth above in the present arrangement 
could be easily overcome by placing the cardatype machine in the main tabulating 
machine room of this Section. The employees would have adequate space to work 
aud, eq uall y important, the employee operating the cardatype machine could divide 
his attention between that and one or two other pieces of heavy tabulating equip- 
ment. This would be particularly advantageous on the night shift. 

i 

The disadvantages of having the cardatype machine in the main tabulating 

room have largely been eliminated during recent months since the fact 
/that we have a Security Index is no longer a secret to aryone. It has been in 
,the paper s, in fa ct. The only objection now to performing this work in the main 
"fiacfiine room i 3 that other employees might see the 5x8 cards being prepared on 
the cardatype machine, recognize a name of some prominence on the Security Index 
and mention it to an outside source. On the other hand, our employees have all 
been investigated and coup arable hazards exist in many other sections of the 
Bureau. * 


I have from time to time emphasized to the employees in this Section 
the extremely confidential nature of much of our records and I believe this is 
appreciated by all.

If the cardatype machine and its operation were moved into the main 
tabulating machine room, the Security Index files themselves would remain in 
the room where they now are under lock and key at all times, and at may 

be observed that the guard force and char force of this b uildin g do not have 
Iceys to this room. 

If there is no objection on the part of the Bureau, we will move the 
Cf rdatype machine into the main machine tabulating room of this Section so that 
the actual operation of the Security Index here will be In that room instead of 
the small room where it now is in order to overcome the present undesirable 
personnel and adininistrative deficiencies# j

(e£%ECURITT HIDES 'CARDS — Under the system now in operation at the Bureau, 
field offices are be ins: furnished with two copies of Security Index cards 
prepared on the IBM equipment in all cases where forms FD-122 are submitted 
recommending changes in the information on the Security Index cards as well 
as in cases where new cards are being added to the Security Index. Under (A) 
in .SAC Letter No. U8, Series 1950, dated July 25, 1950, you were advised that 
eventually it i 3 anticipated that all existing cards in the field will be 
replaced by cards prepared at the Bureau. 

Current instructions inquire field offices to place a description in 
all instances and a photograph, where available, on the reverse side of each 
Security Index card maintained in the Geographical Section. Several field 
offices have pointed out that a considerable amount of clerical time is 
consumed in retyping descriptions and replacing photographs on either the 
amended or replacement Security Index cards received from the Bureau, and 
tha t more clerical time is consumed by field offices under the present system 
thqn under the former system when permanent changes were made on Security 
Index cards in the field at the time fqm FD-122 recommending changes on the 
Security Index card was forwarded to the Bureau. 

This matter has been carefully considered at the Bureau and two 
copies each of emended Security Index cards as well as new Security Index 
cards prepared on the IBM equipment will continue to be forwarded to the 

field. 


It is Imperative that there be uniformity in the text of Security 
Index card 8 maintained at the Bureau and in the field, and this can be 
accomplished by preparing all Security Index cards on the IBM equipment. 

On receipt of amended, replacement or new Security Index cards from the 
Bureau a description in all instances end a photograph, where available, 
should be placed on the reverse side of the Security Index card being placed 
in the Geographical Section of the Security Index. The emended or replace- 
ment card received should not be stapled to the face of the corresponding 
Security Index card rihintained in the Geographical Section of the Security

Recpwnended Plan For Uaintengn^e Of Duplicate^ Security Index 

It is suggested that the most usable , practical plan for 
maintenance of a duplicate Security Index is as follows: 
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2 . Statistical Section will prepare once a month 

an alphabetical list of Security Index subjects, broken down by 
field offices including in addition to the subject's name , his 
residence and employment addresses , race, sex and birth date . 

One copy will be furnished to the Department. One copy will be 
fo rwarded to the Omaha Division and one copy will be retained 
at the Security Index Desk. The Department is presently receiving 
an alphabetical listing of Security Index subjects showing the 
name, race , sex and birth date in each case. By adding the 
residence and employment addresses to the list, it will be necessary 
to make only one run per month to take care of the list, for the 
Omaha Office and for the Department • 

2 . Monthly the list will be replaced at Omaha with a 
new list and the old list will be destroyed . 

It is to be noted that no corrections , deletions or 
additions will be forwarded to Omaha on a daily basis and that 
only the complete listing will be forwarded once a month. Although 
approximately 100 new cards are added to the Security Index and 
approximately 225 changes of addresses are made weekly to cards 
in the Security Index, from an over-all standpoint these additions 
and correcti ons to the Security Index represent a relatively small 
change in the entire list . From a practical viewpoint , it is 
believed that a monthly duplicate Security Index at Omaha will 
adequately serve the purpose intended in event of the destruction 
of Security Index cards at the Seat of G 0 vernment . In addition, 
there will be a c onsiderable savings in Bureau man power by this 
method rather than forwarding day-to-day changes to the duplicate 
Security I n dex list maintained at Omaha .

During the recent inspection of the Security Division the 
inspector raised the question as to whether copies of Security Index 
cards prepared on the IBM machine, in cases where form PD122 is 
received recommending a change in- the information on the Security 
Index card, should continue to bar sent to the field in view of the 
clerical work entailed by this procedure.

Four field offices recommended that amended Security 
Index cards should continue to be sent to the field, basing their 
reasons on the fact that by this method there is assured uniformity 
between the Security Index cards at the Bureau and those in 
respective field offices.. The four offices recommending the 
continuance of the procedure now in operation are as follows 
and their memoranda are attached: New York, Detroit, Cleveland, 

and Seattle. 

OBSERVATIONS 


Changes of information on Security Index cards when 
received at the Bureau, must be handled in the Statistical Section 
in order that the tabulating cards are kept current at all times. 
The Statistical Section must prepare a 5 x B card for the Security 
Index located at the Security Index desk and the preparation of two 
additional cards for the field requires very little extra work in 
the Statistical Section inasmuch as the tabulating card is already 
in the machine. The only savings in clerical and administrative 
time if amended cards are not sent to the field is in the clerical 
work in the field. . Under the present system three operations are 
necessary in the field in effecting changes on Security Index 
cards; namely: ' 

1) making a temporary notation when form FD122 is 
submitted indicating a change; 

2} replacing the amended cards when they are received 
from the Bureau; 

3) retyping descriptions and restaplin^: photographs to 
cards maintained in their Geographical Section. 

If amended cards were not sent to the field, the field need only 
make written changes on their cards and submit f >rm FD122 to the 
Bureau. 


Although four of the field offices surveyed recommended, 
in cases where amended Security Index cards are received, that 
one of the amended cards be stapled to the face of the corresponding 
Cflrd in their Geographical Section of the Index to eliminate 
the necessity of retyping a description in each instance and 
restapling a photograph where available, this procedure is not 
desirable. It is believed that this practice is undesirable 
due to the possibility of stapled cards becoming detached 
and the resulting general unsatisfactory appearance of the field’s 
Geographical Section of the Security Index. 
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In regard to the additional clerical time consumed - 
in the field under the present procedure, it is pointed out 
that it is of utmost importance that there be complete 
uniformity in the tfext of the Bureau* s Security Index cards 
and those in the field. This can only be assured by the 
preparation of all Security Index cards at the Bureau. The 
very nature of the Detcom Program requires complete accuracy 
at all times and the additional clerical time required in 
any one field division under the present system is nominal 
even if descriptions have to be retyped inasmuch as at this 
time only approximately 75 to SO changes on Security Index 
cards are received daily at the Bureau from all field divisions. 

A small amount of clerical time expended in any one field 
division is certainly offset by the uniformity in maintenance 
of Security Index cards which will result under the present 
program. 

It is also pointed out that only by preparing amended 
Security Index cards at the Bureau can there be a uniformity in 
cards in all offices in cases where cards are transferred between 
field divisions when the subject changes residence. This is 
particularly true when subjects designated as Key Figures 
change residence to another field division. In those cases the 
Key Figure designation is deleted at the Bureau from the amended 
cards sent to the new office of origin. It is the responsibility 
of the new office of origin to review such cases to determine 
if they desire to designate the subject a Key Figure in their 
division and if so advise the Bureau. 

RBCOMIBNDATIONS 

1) That the Bureau continue to send amended Security 
Index cards to the field in order that the field's Security Index 
cards and the Bureau's can be maintained uniform.’ ly, and that in 
each case a description be typed and a photograph stapled on the 
amended card going into the Geographical Section. It is also 
pointed out that this method of sending amended cards to the 
field is being used in order to eventually provide the field 
with all Security Index cards prepared on the IBM equipment 
because with equipment presently available* in the Statistical 
Section it is impossible to stop operations long enough to 
replace the field **s entire Security Index at any one time. 

2) That all new Security Index cards be prepared on 
the IBM machine at the Bureau and two copies forwarded to the 
field.

BACKGROUND 

In connection with the Security Index, Form FD-122 is used to 
recommend the preparation of new Security Index cards or to advise the 
Bureau of changes on existing cards. This form was revised in October, 
19li9, calling for more detail and making the form more versatile. Since 
that time, the Security Index has been converted completely to the I EM 
system and the information on the Security Index card now appears in a 
slightly different order than it did prior to the change. Accordingly, 
to obtain maximum efficiency of the I BN operators, the Form FD-122 should 
be changed in order that the information appearing on it will appear 
in the same order as it does on the Security Index cards. The substantive 
information appearing on the form vri.il not be changed, merely the order 
in which it appears.

dangerous to the public safety and should be subject to deten- 
tion in the event of a break with the Soviet Union. 

Of course, as in the past, field offices are instructed 
to develop " Nationality Background " for a subject in the course 
of the regular investigation, but no investigation is presently 
conducted solely to develop this information. 

In connection with determining the "Nati onality Back- 
ground" of any subject , the matter should be considered as to 
the following three groups: 

■# 

1. Aliens 

In this category the "Nationality Background" can 
be determined . 

2 • JITaturaliged Citizens 

In this group of cases, the "Nationality Background" 
can be determined if we use as a criterion the sovereignty 
to whom the individual owed allegiance prior to his naturali- 
zation. 

3. NarbVve Barn Qiti_zens 

In regard to this group which compris ?s almost four- 
fifths of the total number of subjects in the Security Index, 
it would be most difficult if not impossi ble to determine 
"Nationality Background " in all instances . These subjects 
are American citizens, although their parents nay have a wide 
variety of citizenship, for instance a Russian mother and 
an American father and various other cow.bi nations for whom 
no definite conclusions may be reached as to their "Nationality 
Background." In* fact, foreign background in many cases may 
go back several generations and the subject f s parents may be 
native born Americans. 
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OBSERVATIONS: 

7 Tt ia not believed that it will serve any practical 
p urpole to show ’Nationality Background” .for each Security Inc ex 
« uhiect as such. Actual Orcanizati onal Affiliation is the 
iZllrtant item io be shown.'to place the individuals in group 
categories where they can be handled m an Trouble 

mi+h +he Chinese does not necessarily mean that only Chinese 
Iho are carried in the Security Index will be do»?.ro«« to the 

national security, as there is every indication tha. the entire 
national secu y, ±h Chinese Communists and any 

iZTfr o} ttf&ifnU Party! USA, oo uld commit espionage or 
sabotage. Proceeding against only Chinese m the security 
dex wiU not assure security when members of the Communi 
Party USA. or other revolutionary groups are at large. It 
fovld appear that the same reasoning woulc apply to any cer- 
tain "Nationality Background" group. 


2 . Even if individuals,, with Chinese background or other 
individuals with various nationality backgrounds were laentified 
in the Security Index , it is pointed out that most of t e 
• ,• 7 * n various croups will be citizens, inasmuch 

as of December 4 S 1950 , there were only 368 al iens in the ^ ec ^ 1 ' ty 
Index and 112 individuals whose citizenship is un Known and for 
StL m investigation is continuing. Any action to be taken re- 
aardina detention would have to be against citizens as w el 
aliens 9 or the " Nationality Background" breakdown would serve 

no purpose. 

The Attorney General's regulations for the Emergency 
Detention Procram does orovide for possible separate action, 
if nTcessarv against aliens, but the program has been designed 
finarilv to Proceed against all dangerous persons in an emergency 
in which event the writ of habeas corpus will be f t0Tney 
Under Title 2 of the Internal Security Act Oj 1950, the Attorney 
general could, under, certain conditions, detain anyone 
within certain vrovisions of the Act. It is to be noted that 
the Attclneu general has advised that Title 2 will not be used 
in the event of an emergency and the present Emergency Detention 
Program will be placed into effect. 

3 It is "highly desirable that individuals be identified 
on the IW equipment by Organisational Affiliation or Nationalistic, 
Tendency. The words Nationalistic Tendency are not used m this 
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connection in the same sense as the word "Nationality Background , 
as pointed out above. These breakdowns are presently in use . 

ACTION: 

It is recommended that Security Index cards not be 
subdivided by "Nationality Background," and that breakdowns con- 
tinue to be made by Ornanizati anal Affiliation or Nationalistic 
Tendency for the reasons set out above .

The Security Index is presently set up to contain the

because regardless of nationality background , all subjects are
